FRANCES  MEHRINGER— Wills  her  short  hair  to  Camilla  Ackerman. 
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September  7,  1950,  twenty-eight  students  enrolled 
in  Ireland  High  School  as  green  freshmen.  Like  all 
freshmen,  we  were  uncertain  and  rather  scared. 
Our  first  experience  with  high  school  activities  was 
in  the  second  week  of  school  when  we  chose  our 
class  sponsor  and  elected  our  class  officers. 

The  sponsor  was  Miss  Joan  Kuebler,  and  officers 
were  as  follows:  President,  Frances  Mehringer; 
vice-president,  Gladys  Schitter;  secretary,  Thomas 
Mehringer;  and  treasurer,  Victor  Pfaff.  In  October 
we  were  initiated.  We  got  over  that  with  not  too 
many  scratches  and  bruises  and  so  school  went  on 
in  the  same  routine  until  December.  We  along 
with  the  sophomores  and  juniors  were  entertained 
by  a  Christmas  party  given  by  the  seniors.  The 
following  semester,  the  freshmen  gave  the  sopho¬ 
mores  a  St.  Patrick's  Day  party  in  return  for  the 
initiation  given  the  fall  before.  In  April,  we  all 
passed  our  exams  with  flying  colors  to  become  silly 
sophomores.  The  freshmen  also  had  in  their  fresh¬ 
men  year  two  cheerleaders  from  their  class,  Gladys 
Schitter  and  Viola  Wehr. 

September  2,  1951 — the  second  year  the  silly 
sophs  had  enrolled.  The  election  of  class  officers 
«was  held  the  second  week  of  September  as  in  the 
D^eceeding  year.  The  president  was  Gladys  Schitter; 
her  vice-president  was  Shirley  Brescher.  The  secre¬ 
tary  that  year  was  Charles  Lee  Mendel,  and  Charles 
Mehringer  was  treasurer.  The  sponsor  was  Coach 
Terry  Kemp.  Initiating  the  freshmen  was  the  next 
big  issue.  Of  course,  we  expected  to  enjoy  it  better 
than  the  year  before  when  we  were  on  the  receiving 
end.  All  went  well  for  the  initiation;  and  in  October, 
Gladys  Schitter  was  aaain  elected  cheerleader 
along  with  three  other  girls  of  other  classes.  In 
December  all  underclassmen  were  again  given  a 
Christmas  party  by  the  seniors.  The  following  term 
the  freshmen  treated  us  to  a  party  in  return  for  the 
initiation.  In  April  we  all  passed  our  exams  to  be¬ 
come  jolly  juniors. 

During  our  Junior  year  1952-1953,  we  all  had  lots 
of  work  ahead  of  us  and  lots  of  things  to  learn.  First, 
we  elected  officers  and  chose  a  sponsor.  The  spon¬ 
sor  was  Mrs.  Ruth  Barkley,  and  officers  were:  Presi¬ 
dent,  Marlene  Vonderheide;  vice-president,  Lavonne 
Dillon;  secretary,  Davis  Schitter;  treasurer,  Sylvester 
Rohleder.  In  September  of  that  year  the  seniors 
took  us  to  the  Drive-In  Theatre  and  afterwards  to 
Sakel's  restaurant  for  lunch. 


We  elected  cheerleaders  for  the  season.  Gladys 
Schitter  was  again  chosen  from  our  class.  After  the 
holidays  we  began  work  on  our  junior  play,  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Barkley.  The  name  of  it 
was,  "Grandad  Steps  Out."  All  members  of  the 
class  had  parts  and  the  play  was  a  big  success.  We 
all  had  loads  of  fun  at  practice.  After  the  play  came 
the  junior-senior  banquet  which  was  our  responsi¬ 
bility.  The  banquet  was  held  at  the  Country  Club 
in  Jasper,  where  fried  chicken  and  all  the  trimmings 
were  served.  We  danced  to  the  music  of  the  Star- 
lighters.  Our  class  outing  was  at  the  Isaac  Walton 
League,  north  of  Jasper.  It  was  an  all  day  outing. 
Again  we  crammed  for  final  exams  and  all  slipped 
through.  Now  we  were  sophisticated  seniors — but 
we  didn't  feel  very  sophisticated. 

Now  the  big  year — our  senior  year.  We  had  a 
new  student  in  our  class  that  year — Donald  Schuetter 
from  Jasper — and  an  asset  to  our  class.  Our  class 
officers  that  year  were  Gladys  Schitter,  president; 
Charles  William  Mehringer,  vice-president;  Donald 
Schuetter,  secretary;  and  Shirley  Brescher,  treasurer. 
Again  we  chose  a  class  play.  It  was,  "Papa  Says 
No,"  and  Mrs.  Frances  Weaver  was  the  director. 
All  students  were  included  in  the  cast  and  the  play 
was  a  big  hit  with  everyone.  We  recalled  with 
regret,  that  it  was  our  last  high  school  play.  In  fact, 
everything  we  did  that  year  we  could  think  of  as 
being  the  last  time  for  it.  After  the  play  we  elected 
our  cheerleader  again.  Gladys  Schitter  was  chosen 
still  another  time.  Now  we  started  work  on  the 
Annual  Year  Book  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Earl 
Buechler,  our  principal,  and  with  Virginia  Weiden- 
benner,  as  editor.  It  was  to  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  first  semester  and  we  just  made  it. 

We  had  two  queens  in  the  class  that  year — bas¬ 
ketball  queen,  and  Christmas  festival  queen.  We 
had  a  cheerleader  and  five  basketball  players.  So 
our  class  was  fairly  well  represented  in  sports  too. 
After  the  Christmas  holidays,  we  weren't  so  busy. 
We  began  getting  ready  for  our  class  trip  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  and  New  York  City  at  the  end  of  school, 
our  commencement,  and  the  junior-senior  banquet 
of  which  we  would  be  guests  this  year.  On  April  24, 
1954  we  all  received  our  diplomas  and  became 
graduates  of  Ireland  High  School  and  said  good-by 
to  the  best  years  of  our  lives — our  high  school  days. 
We  look  forward  to  success  and  happiness  through¬ 
out  the  years. 
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Perhaps  you've  all  been  wondering  how  the 
seniors  of  1954  have  gotten  along  in  life  after  they 
left  the  protective  wing  of  their  homes  and  journeyed 
out  along  life's  rugged  highway.  This  is  now  I960 
and  the  jolly  class  of  fifteen  students  has  reached 
the  age  of  24  years.  They  have  all  chosen  their 
life's  work  and  are  well  on,  in  the  struggle  of  the 
ways  of  the  world. 

Shirley  Bescher  is  doing  very  well  indeed,  for  she 
now  holds  the  position  of  private  secretary  to  John 
Rockefeller,  III.  She  is  married  and  has  two  bright- 
eyed,  rosy-cheeked  youngsters — Rachael,  age  one; 
and  Donny,  age  three.  I  visited  her  at  her  home  in 
Long  Island  recently,  and  she  seems  to  be  very 
happy. 

Jackie  Hayes  is  a  construction  engineer  in  Mem¬ 
phis,  Tennessee,  and  doing  well.  He  is  an  up  and 
coming  young  man  with  lots  of  energy  and  ambition 
and  which,  as  everyone  knows,  are  much  needed 
traits  in  his  profession.  In  a  recent  conversation 
with  him  I  analyzed  that  he  is  well  satisfied  and 
contented
